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Saga over 
Town Hall 
plan takes 
new twist

MYSTERY continues to surround a re¬ 
port, finally made public this month, 
examining options for the hugely con¬ 
troversial plans to redevelop the town 
centre civic complex. 

The report, commissioned by Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Borough Council chiefs 
from property consultancy firm King 
Sturge, considered different options that 
would allow the council to leave the 
Town Hall for it to be redeveloped. 

It has only now come to light after a 
near year-long Freedom of Information 
fight. 

Seven alternatives including relocat¬ 
ing to the Great Hall car park, Union 
House in the Pantiles, the North Farm 
industrial estate, the Land Registry 
in Hawkenbury, Paddock Wood and 
Southborough were outlined. 

The council has refused to say why 
the report, which was published in De¬ 
cember 2009 and updated in Febru¬ 
ary 2010, had not been made public or 


whether any of the options were still be¬ 
ing considered. 

The executive summary of the re¬ 
port says: “TWBC required this strat¬ 
egy review to progress its plans for the 
redevelopment of the town hall and to 
ultimately aid regeneration of the town 
centre.” 

For resident John Goodfellow, who 
used a Freedom of Information request 
to get it released, initially lodged in June 
last year, the answer is clear. 

“The King Sturge report has con¬ 
firmed our understanding of the posi¬ 
tion - that the former cabinet did not 
want to consider modernising the Town 
Hall and civic complex and did not want 
the public to know this,” he said. 

The accomodation study report does 
not consider redeveloping and modern¬ 
ising the Town Hall for the council’s use 
and includes only an option of it staying 
in the building as it is. 

It states: “The conclusion of this re¬ 
port is that TWBC has viable options to

Fight for hospital beds to continue

HEALTH campaigners have vowed to 
keep fighting for 24 beds to remain at 
Tonbridge Cottage Hospital, despite 
plans to reduce the amount by half. 

The NHS in west Kent revealed that 
from September, 12 of the beds will be 
used as a rehabilitation unit for stroke 
patients after they receive acute care at 
the new hospital at Pembury. 

The Kent Community Health Trust 
said the loss of half the general re¬ 
habilitation beds at the Vauxhall 
Lane site would be accounted for 
through extra provision at Sevenoaks, 
Edenbridge and Gravesham hospitals. 

“We have nothing against them pro¬ 
viding the lost beds elsewhere in the 
short-term, but we are fighting for a 
commitment to have a rebuild at Ton- 
bridge to put back those 12 beds,” Dr 
David Goodridge, chair of the hospital’s 
League of Friends, said. 

“If you’ve got to go to a community 
hospital you want it to be a close as pos¬ 
sible, not off in Edenbridge where peo¬ 
ple might find it difficult for relatives to 
visit. We should have beds roughly dis¬ 
tributed to what the demand is. 

“If there is demand, which we proved 


in 2007, for 24 beds for Tonbridge, 
Tunbridge Wells and Paddock Wood 
patients, they should be at Tonbridge.” 

The friends group has a history of 
fighting hard to protect the number of 
beds at Tonbridge. 

Dr Goodridge said there were origi¬ 
nally about 30 beds at the hospital, 
which was cut to 14 in 2006 due to a 
“financial crisis” in the local NHS. 

But GPs demanded an audit of how 
many people needed to be admitted and 
found 24 beds were required. 

Once again they are under threat. Dr 
Goodridge said: “We have been arguing 
that the system cannot cope with 12 
beds and the rest going off to Sevenoaks 
and Edenbridge.” 

Mark Shepherd, interim director of 
operations in west Kent for the Kent 
Community Health Trust, said space 
on the Tonbridge site had been found 
for an extra two beds meaning that 10 
would be provided elsewhere. 

Asked why more space for beds could 
not be found on the existing site, he said: 
“It really was not possible. This is about 
trying to deliver high quality healthcare 
as close to home as possible.” 

He said the trust had invested in 
other community services such as com¬ 
munity matrons who now look after pa-

tients that previously would have been 
admitted to an acute or community bed 
in their homes. 

Patients with illnesses such as chron¬ 
ic diabetes, asthma and chronic ob¬ 
structive pulmonary disease (COPD), 
which is a collection of lung diseases 
that make it diffiult to breathe, can all 
be treated by the community matrons 
with support from a 24-hour, seven- 
day-a-week rapid response team. 

Mr Shepherd said in the last 12 
months the service had prevented 782 
A&E admissions, 1,936 hospital admis¬ 
sions and 1,389 GP home visits. 

“The NHS routinely admitted these 


patients five years ago and now they 
are cared for in the community,” he 
said. “Had we not put these changes 
in places there would have been other 
demands on services over time. We’ve 
lessened the pressure and need for some 
of those beds.” 

He said community beds at Tonbridge 
were well used, with an occupancy rate 
of between 90 and 95 per cent. 

The NHS’ solution is to provide an 
extra two at Edenbridge and Sevenoaks 
and another six at Gravesham. 

Mr Shepherd said he had agreed to 
the League of Friends’ request for an 
audit of all the patients in west Kent’s 
131 community beds to ask if they had 
chosen the hospital or would prefer to 
be at a different site. 

He added that there would be no job 
losses in the service shake-up. 

A Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust spokesman said: “From Sep¬ 
tember, acutely ill stroke patients in 
Tunbridge Wells will receive their com¬ 
plex care on a dedicated specialist ward 
in the new hospital at Pembury. 

“Once the acute part of their care is 
complete, and patients are on the road 
to recovery, they will be transferred to a 
newly-refurbished stroke rehabilitation 
unit in Tonbridge Cottage Hospital.”

relocate and release the present 
Town Hall site for redevelop¬ 
ment. What is more, there are 
significant efficiency gains to 
be had both in terms of space 
occupation and collaborative 
working practices.” 

The council was forced to 
publish the report on its web¬ 
site after the Information Com¬ 
missioner’s Office, which pro¬ 
tects people’s right to access 
documents in the public inter¬ 
est, ordered it to be disclosed in 
a critical decision notice listing 
various procedural failures. 


A TWBC spokeswoman said: 
“Kings Sturge was appointed 
to produce this report in 2009. 
The final version is now over 
a year old. Following the re¬ 
port, the council considered 
purchasing the Land Registry 
building but ultimately decided 
not to pursue this further. 

“The debate concerning the 
future of the town hall has 
since moved on.” 

The council scrapped plans 
to buy the Land Registry build¬ 
ing, which was the preferred 
option in the report, in Novem¬ 
ber last year, stepping aside to 
allow one of the town’s biggest 


employers, AXA PPP, to meet 
its expansion plans and stay in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Cripps Harris Hall has de¬ 
clared its intention to turn 
Great Hall car park into office 
space with the plans on hold 
while an urban parking strat¬ 
egy is carried out. 

The council refused to com¬ 
ment on the other reserve op¬ 
tion, which was an undisclosed 
space in Southborough. How¬ 
ever, as former chief executive 
Sheila Wheeler mentions in 
her interview for the report, 
there is “too much traffic” on 
the busy A26. 


Mr Goodfellow said he had 
wanted to make the report 
public so that it could inform 
the debate on the future of the 
civic complex, which includes 
the Town Hall, Assembly Hall 
Theatre, police station and mu¬ 
seum and art gallery. 

“Our basis is that all infor¬ 
mation should be available so 
we can all look at the problem 
and see what the reality is in 
order to make the best deci¬ 
sion,” he said. 

A consultation carried out 
by M&N Communications on 
behalf of the council is set to 
be made public at the end of 


this month. The Tunbridge 
Wells Regeneration Company, 
the joint venture between the 
council and developers John 
Laing, were due to discuss it 
last week. When the long- 
awaited results will be made 
available remains unclear. 

M&N said on Wednesday: 
“Further details on the exact 
date of the publication will be 
available soon.” 

Mr Goodfellow added: “I feel 
sure the consultation, if it is 
accurate, will show the public 
want modernisation of the ex¬ 
isting civic complex to be prop¬ 
erly considered.”

Let’s Go Crazy with 
Prince at Hop Farm

MULTI-MILLION selling rock star Prince has 
been confirmed as a headline performer for this 
year’s Hop Farm Festival. 

The Purple Rain star will play an extra third 
day at the Paddock Wood venue on Sunday, 
July 3. 

It will be the American’s only UK date this 
summer and his first show in the country since 
his record-breaking 21-night stint at the 02 
Arena in London. 

He will join Friday night headliners The Eagles 
and Saturday night bill topper Morrissey. 

Organisers of the popular festival have added a 
third day to the previously announced two-day 
event to accommodate the star, who is playing a 
series of concerts across Europe, including head¬ 
lining a festival in Poland 24-hours prior to the 
Kent show. 

Existing ticket holders will be able to upgrade 
for £40 for the extra day, or £70 Sunday-only 
tickets will be available. Three-day festival pass¬ 
es will cost £170. 

Details of the show leaked out last weekend, 
before being confirmed on Wednesday morning. 

It represents a major coup for festival organ¬ 
iser Vince Power, who has worked with the star 
in the past and is keen to establish the festival as 


a major event on the UK’s musical calendar. 

Mr Power said: “I am really excited about hav¬ 
ing Prince at the Hop Farm, we have worked 
hard to get the third day up and running and we 
hope that fans will appreciate the integrity of the 
bill and see it’s one of the most musically exciting 
this year that stands head and shoulders above a 
lot of other festivals.” 

Prince shot to global fame in 1984 with this 
multi-million selling Purple Rain album and 
film. He followed that up with a string of hits in¬ 
cluding Kiss, Sign 0 The Times, U Got The Look 
and Alphabet Street. 

He had a very public spat with record com¬ 
pany Warner Bros and split from the company, 
daubing the word ‘Slave’ on his face and chang¬ 
ing his name to a symbol. 

But he has since changed his name back, and 
continues to release albums - two of his most re¬ 
cent, Planet Earth and 20Ten, were both given 
away free in innovative and lucrative deals with 
UK national newspapers. 

He continues to dazzle audiences with hit- 
heavy shows, along with legendary ‘aftershows’ 
where he frequently performs at intimate venues 
in the early hours, and is currently performing 
another 21-night stint in Los Angeles as part of 
his Welcome 2 America tour.

His son, Henry Marco said: 
“We have been overwhelmed 
by the obituaries and messages 
from all over the world. We 
are honoured that such kind 
things have been said. They 
are a huge support for the fam-

Sir Henry died on Friday, 
May 1. He was 76. 


Twice voted BBC Sports Per¬ 
sonality of the Year - in 1967 
and 1970 - he was made an 
OBE in 1969 and knighted in 
2000 for services to charity 
and boxing. 

He was best known for 
knocking Cassius Clay - who 
would later become Muham¬ 
mad Ali - to the canvas dur¬ 
ing their heavyweight tussle 
at Wembley Stadium in 1963. 
Cooper would go on to lose the 
bout in highly controversial 
circumstances. 

Upon hearing of his death, 
Ali said: “Sir Henry was a great 
fighter and a gentleman. ” 

He lived in Hildenborough 
up until the death of his wife, 
Italian-born Albina, in 2008.

Have your say on housing targets and 
Core Strategy for new developments

PEOPLE in Tunbridge Wells are being 
given the chance to have their say on 
setting the borough’s housing targets. 

The council is seeking the views of 
residents on various issues including 
the use of Green Belt and Hawkhurst’s 
designation as a town or village, as part 
of a review of its planning policy docu¬ 
ment, the Core Strategy. 

Planning chiefs have suggested low¬ 
ering the borough’s previous housing 
target of 6,000 by 2026. That was 
set out in the previous government’s 
regional spacial strategies, which have 
now been abolished. 

The Conservative-led coalition has 
said that it wants to give local commu¬ 
nities the opportunity to say how many 
new homes should be built and where. 
New planning laws are set out in the 
Localism Bill, which is currently being 
debated by MPs. 

Jonathan MacDonald, Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council’s director of re¬ 
generation and sustainability, said: “We 
adopted the Core Strategy last year, but 
as a result of the decision to abolish

the regionally imposed housing targets 
we’ve decided to review some of it. 

“It is not the whole strategy we are 
asking residents to comment on - just 
specifics such as housing numbers, 
where they want them to be delivered 
and the density. ” 

Among the issues up for debate is 
the Highgate area of Hawkhust, which 
is currently labelled as a ‘small rural 
town’ in planning terms, which means 
it is open to more development than vil¬ 
lages such as Pembury. 

The council said it considers this defi¬ 


nition and function “appropriate” and 
has asked residents what they think. 
However, the council warns that if 
Hawkhurst does not take its share of 
development this could be redistributed 
elsewhere. 

Green Belt, which includes most of 
Tunbridge Wells and Southborough, is 
also included. The land itself, where it 
is harder to gain planning permission, 
could also be up for review dependent 
on the Government’s policy on how 
much ‘rural fringe’ or long-term land 
reserve councils should have. 

The council has also set out four op¬ 
tions for house building targets. Under 
the former government’s South East 
plan, Tunbridge Wells was required to 
build 6,000 new homes by 2026. How¬ 
ever, the council thought this was too 
much and has provided suggestions 
about how the target could be lowered. 

One option is that the housing needs 
of older people can be met in different 
ways and rather than building them 
one-bedroom homes, look at residential 
care or giving them the choice to stay in 
larger homes. 

Figures show that of the 5,900 new 
homes needed in Tunbridge Wells by 


2026, 5,500 will have a head of house¬ 
hold aged over 65. 

The council has asked for views on 
targets ranging from 5,000 to 6,000. 

Mr MacDonald said: “The idea of the 
Localism Bill is that people get more in¬ 
volved in having a say about how many 
homes and where they are built. This is 
part of that, it is not statute yet, but we 
are trying to engage with local commu¬ 
nities to find out what their views are.” 

The buildings industry has raised 
concerns that the bill could stunt 
development. But there are incentives 
such as the new homes bonus scheme 
where the Government match-funds 
additional council tax receipts for new 
homes for six years. 

Other reforms such as ‘sustainable 
projects’ being given the automatic 
go-ahead and freeing up the planning 
system for developers, seem to clash 
with policies aimed at giving more pow¬ 
er to local people. 

Meanwhile, Tunbridge Wells council 
is holding three consultation events on 
its core strategy.

Spate of thefts 
target car parts 

DETECTIVES have appealed for information af¬ 
ter a spate of catalytic converter thefts. 

Four cars have been targeted in broad day¬ 
light while in supermarket car parks around 
west Kent. 

The latest catalytic converter theft, which was 
from a Peugeot 406, was on Wednesday, May 
11, in the Sainsbury’s in Otford Road, Seven- 
oaks, between 11.40am and 12.10pm. 

Detective Sergeant Ben Turner said: “Thieves 
target catalytic converters because of their scrap 
metal value and certain types of vehicle, such as 
4x4s, people carriers and vans, are higher off the 
ground and easier to get underneath. 

“These thefts took place at busy locations in 
the day so I would like drivers to be aware and 
think carefully where they park their vehicles. 

“If they see someone acting suspiciously near 
any vehicle at such a location I would ask them 
to call police immediately. 

“It doesn’t take long for a thief to remove a 
catalytic converter - it may be just a matter of 
minutes - so prompt information is key to catch¬ 
ing the people responsible.” 

The Sainsbury’s car park in Quarry Wood, 
Aylesford, has seen two catalytic converter 
thefts, one on Monday, May 9, from a Peugeot 
806 between 12.10-12.3Opm and the other on 
May 5. The second theft was from a Peugeot 406 
between 12-12.30pm. 

A Mitsubishi Shogun was also targeted at the 
Asda in London Road, Swanley, between 6am 
and 4pm on April 2 8.

“It’s a bit en vogue at the moment, local, season¬ 
able produce. The fact we’re in a recession has 
brought that to the forefront because it really 
makes people think about things being in season 
because it drives down the price. 

“On the back of that people are looking at local 
suppliers more. There are lots of great farmers’ 
markets in Kent, but not really any festivals.

THE NHS in west Kent has joined calls for people to 
talk openly about death, dying and bereavement. 

A campaign as part of Dying Matters Aware¬ 
ness Week, which is running from Monday to 
Sunday, May 16-22, has highlighted that many 
people do not die where they want to. 

Less than a third, 29 per cent, of people have 
discussed their wishes around dying and only four 
per cent have written them down. Around 70 per 
cent of people say they want to die at home, but 
around 60 per cent currently die in hospitals. 

Dr Bruce Pollington, medical director at Heart 
of Kent Hospice in Aylesford, said: “Discussing 
the long-terms effects of serious illness or a po¬ 
tential disability is never an easy conversation, 
but working through an advance care plan with 
your family, GP, community nurse, care home, 
hospital or hospice staff can give you the peace of 
mind that you will be in control of your own 
care, even in the event that you may become 
unable to make decisions yourself.” 

The package of care offered by NHS West Kent 
includes a 24-hour/seven-days-a-week crisis re¬ 
sponse support line and pharmacists across west 


Kent that can provide access to palliative care 
drugs out-of-hours. 

To help encourage discussions about death, 
an event was organised by the Maidstone End- 
of-Life Care Group on Wednesday at Oakwood 
House. The event brought together many of the 
health and social care providers who deliver end- 
of-life care in the area. 

The event also introduced a new training pro¬ 
gramme, Thinking and Planning Ahead: Learn¬ 
ing From Each Other, developed by Nottingham 
University, the National End-of-Life Care Pro¬ 
gramme and Dying Matters, which buddies 
people up with others who have already used 
some of the end-of-life care processes and tools 
providing personal help and support. 

Jenny Thomas, lead director for end-of-life 
care at NHS West Kent, added: “This is an impor¬ 
tant opportunity to help raise awareness of the 
need to openly discuss dying, death and bereave¬ 
ment. Everyone deserves a good death, and this 
is more likely if we discuss it early on. Talking 
about dying and death is in everyone’s interests 
as it can help ensure we get the care we want.”

Archive shows history repeating

AS the super-modern new hospi¬ 
tal at Pembury nears completion, 
a collection of fascinating images 
and documents dating back to 
1828 will ensure the past is never 
forgotten. 

Emergency planning officer John 
Weeks, who has turned into some¬ 
thing of an expert of the history of 
Tunbridge Wells hospitals, was 
walking past a skip during the early 
days of demolition on the old hospi¬ 
tal site when he spotted some glass 
photographic slides. 

He discovered it was a complete 
set of colour prints taken of Pem¬ 
bury Hospital in the 1960s. 

Even back then there were plans 
to build a new general hospital for 
the area and Mr Weeks realised he 
had stumbled across a complete 
record of the site as it was. 

“I really thought that needed to 
be preserved,” he said. “Then more 
and more stuff gradually appeared 
as we’ve cleared out shelves and 
cupboards. We have kept every 
record we can.” 

The near unbroken archive in¬ 
cludes some 600 photographs and 


countless documents, including pa¬ 
tient records, memos of meetings, 
letters, correspondence, and admis¬ 
sion tickets from before the days of 
the NHS when patients had to pay 
for treatment through health in¬ 
surance, dating from the Victorian 
era to the present day. 

Mr Weeks now has a treasure 
trove of interesting facts about both 
Pembury and the Kent & Sussex. 

His collection, which is set to be 


turned into a book charting the 
history of the hospitals, provides 
valuable insights into how health¬ 
care has changed, as well as a 
nostalgic look back to days many 
will still remember. For example 
there is a consultant seen carving 
the turkey in a ward on Christmas 
day 1968 and nurses wearing their 
1930s uniforms. 

Queen Elizabeth, the Queen 
Mother, then the Duchess of York, 
opened the Kent & Sussex in 1934. 

The town’s hospital started as a 
dispensary in the Pantiles in 1828, 
it moved to where the Post Office 


is now in 1842 and became the 
Tunbridge Wells infirmary treating 
inpatients. It expanded and the first 
children’s ward opened in 1887. 
One of Mr Weeks’ pictures shows 
injured soldiers from World War 
One outside the general hospital 
in 1918. 

“Pembury had a crucial role dur¬ 
ing the evacuation of Dunkirk, ” Mr 
Weeks said. “All the registers state 
what the damage was, such as gun 
shot wounds and lots of burns from 
the oil that was on the water and 
burned their faces.” 

During World War One, the K&S

was painted entirely in camouflage, 
it was bombed just once in 1940 
killing a paper boy. An Ethiopian 
princess, Tsahai Selassie, the Em¬ 
peror of Abyssinia’s daughter, was 
evacuated to Tunbridge Wells and 
worked in the hospital as a student 


nurse during the Second World 
War. 

The new £230 million hospital 
at Pembury is considered to be of 
a state-of-the-art design to provide 
modern healthcare. But at one 
time the now outdated K&S was at

the pinnacle of cutting edge hospi¬ 
tal architecture. 

Mr Weeks said: “In the 1930s 
there were huge advancements in 
building and design and technolo¬ 
gy. The surgical block was all about 
big windows and central heating. 
Designs that did not attract dust, 
whereas the old Victorian buildings 
at Pembury had much smaller win¬ 
dows, less natural light and beds 
closer together.” 

Interestingly, there have been 
plans to bring both hospitals to¬ 
gether on one site since the NHS 
was formed in 1948, which have 
only now been realised. A familiar 
story of stretched finances and eco¬ 
nomic downturns have long played 
their part in preventing change. 


“There have been eight attempts 
to design and construct a single 
site hospital for Tunbridge Wells 
between 1948 and 2005,” Mr 
Weeks added. 

“Sherwood Park was a favoured 
option in the 1970s, but there was 
always a financial crisis. In the 
70s there were four attempts but 
the economic situation prevented 
capital investment in hospitals. To¬ 
wards the end of the 80s when PFI 
(public finance initiative) was first 
brought in it was looked at again. 

“There used to be two A&E de¬ 
partments that varied their days, 
medical services had to decide 
which was open according to spe¬ 
ciality. It made sense to have only 
one hospital.”

BRIDE weddings 
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EDUCATION 

Deep South visit 
helps students 
tune in to a very 
different world

YOUNGSTERS from K College were in 
for a real eye-opener during the trip 
of a lifetime to New Orleans as part of 
their studies. 

The students, all studying popular 
music at the further education college, 
were on the trip to learn about the birth 
place of much of today’s modern music. 

But after a session teaching young 
children music at a church after-school 
club, they found a chilling reminder of 
the gulf between their west Kent home 
and the US city. 

A ‘murder board’ at the church listed 
everyone killed in that district in the 
past five years, what age they were, and 
how they had died. 

Learner manager of music, Ju¬ 
lie Parker, said: “Many cultural bridg¬ 
es were crossed. The students did not 
know what to expect as they had very 
little experience of working with people 
from different cultures. They found the 
most lively, musically talented group 
of youngsters they could have possibly 
wished to meet. 

“Then for them to see the murder 
board - which lists the name, age, and 
how a person died i.e. bludgeoned, chil¬ 
dren as young as two beaten to death, 
shootings, stabbings, suicide... that re¬ 
ally brought home the situation. ” 

Students had to pay just £300 each 
for the trip, with the rest paid for by fun¬ 
draising events and course fees. 

Mrs Parker added: “It was a unique 
work experience for the students and 
they absolutely loved it - so did the chil¬ 
dren they were teaching.” 

Thirteen students, aged between 20 
and 30, all on the year two foundation 
degree in popular music course took 
part in the trip. Staff hope this will be the 


first of an annual field trip to the US. 

Mrs Parker, along with fellow teacher 
James Sedge, toured the Deep South 
two years ago, exploring Memphis, Mis¬ 
sissippi and New Orleans, to investigate 
musical style and culture. 

Mrs Parker said: “We were inspired, 
and decided whilst in New Orleans that 
our students would really benefit from 
such an experience. We resolved to or¬ 
ganise a student field trip. We then went 
back last year to find out what we could 
do and what accommodation we could 
get, and this year we made it happen. ” 

The trip is built into the curriculum. 
Students spent this year studying gen¬ 
res that originate in New Orleans - such 
as funk, rhythm and blues, jazz, zydeco, 
hip hop and Cajun traditional music. 

They studied the history whilst per¬ 
forming related material and learning 
specific techniques. The performance 
and contextual aspects of the trip con¬ 
tribute towards two course modules. 

The tutor added: “We used door tak¬ 
ings from concerts, together with a 
contribution from course fees, and we 
also gained some funding by running 
a course called Project Music Maker. 
The students could never have afforded 
to go without a joint effort to raise this 
money. This was a test to see if it would 
work. It was a raving success and I now 
hope it can happen every year.” 

The music workshop at St An¬ 
na’s Episcopal Church was organised 
through Julie Parker’s relationship with 
the famous jazz singer, Lillian Boutte. 

She said: ‘We know her because she 
worked with one of the K College music 
staff, Richard Simmons. 

“She was born in New Orleans and 
is a musical ambassador for her home 
city. She now lives in Germany but 
sings New Orleans jazz and promotes 
the culture across the world.

“She’s trying to encourage tourism 
back to New Orleans to regenerate the 
economy. She’s closely involved with 
the church, and suggested we contact 
Darryl Durham about his after-school 
children’s project.” 

Children aged six to 14 attend the 
church after school every day and par¬ 
ticipate in an arts-based programme, in 
which Darryl Durham invites visiting 
professionals to work with them on ac¬ 
tivities which encourage positive out¬ 
looks in life, positive role models, and 
team work. 

Mrs Parker added: “Lillian asked me if 
we could be part of the programme. So 
we turned up with our instruments and 
taught them how to play the New Orle¬ 
ans traditional song Iko, Iko along with 
clapping and rhythm games.” 

They also spent a morning at Tulane 
University, where they listened to a lec¬ 
ture on modern jazz. 

The foundation degree in popular mu¬ 
sic is accredited by University of Kent, 
and has run at K College since 2007.

Have faith in young rebels 


Dr Masi Noor, senior Lecturer in psychology at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, says youth has played a big role in Middle Eastern uprisings 


THE uprisings across the Mid¬ 
dle Eastern countries have had 
many surprising elements, 
many of which have been am¬ 
ply analyzed by the media and 
social commentators. 

What has been absent from 
these analyses, however, is the 
role of powerful psycho-cul¬ 
tural norms in making it much 
harder for the young protesters 
across the region to go out on 
the streets and rebel. 

In particular, their ability to 
defy some of the norms that 
are embedded within countries 
in which Islam is the predomi¬ 
nant source of moral influence 
has been rather impressive for 
me, both personally as an Af¬ 
ghan and professionally as a 
social psychologist. 

The culture of respect for the 
elderly and people in author¬ 
ity across the Middle East has 
played a key role in the auto¬ 
cratic rulers securing social 
compliance to their regimes. 

Typically, such compliance 


is achieved through the potent 
route of emotions, in particular 
through inducing the powerful 
emotion of shame. 

The constant reference to 
Egyptians as ‘children’ by Mu¬ 
barak during the uprising in 
Egypt was more than a benign 
gesture of care and concern. 

In fact, an official spokesman 
of the Mubarak government 
once asked the parents of these 
protesting ‘children’ to call 
them home. 

When a BBC journalist con¬ 
fronted the spokesman by re¬ 
minding him of the fact that 
the parents were also on the 
streets standing in protest next 
to their children, the indignant 
official replied that he would 
call on their grandparents to 
call them all home. 

As if not hard enough, the 
young protesters must have 
had to fight off the emotional 
pressures against their engage¬ 
ment in the protests exerted 
by their own families, at least 


at the initial stages of the pro¬ 
tests. 

Faced with the uncertainties 
of whether their young ones 
will bring about liberation or 
death onto themselves, natu¬ 
rally most families are likely to 
object to their children’s partic¬ 
ipation in such risky activities. 

Given the central place and 
power of the family in Islamic 
societies, it is thus even more 
impressive how the young pro¬ 
testers have managed to rise 
against the psychological dou¬ 
ble-challenge of authority and 
family. 

It is then all the more re¬ 
grettable to dent the upris¬ 
ings across the Middle East by 
linking them to regional and 
international fundamentalist 
movements, such as Al-Qaeda, 
the Muslim Brotherhood and 
the likes. 

Such conspiracy theories are 
used by the regional oppres¬ 
sive regimes as effective propa¬ 
ganda, but are also entertained

by some fearful observers in 
the West. The former is under¬ 
standable, while the latter is 
unreasonable. 

Of course, severe regional 
and international ramifica¬ 
tions can be expected were 
the radical wing of the Muslim 
Brotherhood to become the 
new ruling party in Egypt. 

However, considering the 
psychological and cultural hur¬ 
dles, let alone the fear of death 
the young protesters have had 
to overcome before going out 
on the streets, our pessimistic 
prognosis seems more than 
misplaced. 

Have confidence in their cre¬ 
ativity to choose the right direc¬ 
tion for themselves. Above all, 
give them a breathing break 
after all this hard work.

Think tank's call to 
big boys of grocery

MAJOR supermarkets should be taxed to 
subsidise traditional high street shops, ac¬ 
cording to an influential think tank. 

Tax recouped from out-of-town stores 
should then be used to reduce business rates 
on small retailers in a bid to bring a greater 
degree of balance to the UK economy. 

The controversial plan to give 
councils new tax-raising powers is being 
proposed by the ResPublica think tank 
whose founder and director, Philip Blond, 
has close links to Prime Minister David 
Cameron. 

The report - Right to Retail: Can Local¬ 
ism Save Britain’s Small Retailers? - argues 
that Government must do more to rebal¬ 
ance the retail economy away from the “big 
four” supermarkets, which control nearly 
80 per cent of the country’s £150bn gro¬ 
cery market. 

“Britain every year is less and less a na¬ 
tion of shopkeepers - assets and ownership 
are concentrating, finance has become the 
preserve of the City of London and high 
streets have converged as though by cen¬ 
tralised design. 

“The UK’s 8,151 supermarket outlets 
today account for 9 7 per cent of total gro¬ 
cery sales, and 76 per cent of groceries are 
sold by just the four biggest retailers,” the 
report says 


“When we talk about rebalancing the 
economy, what we are really talking about 
is shifting back the focus of ownership and 
economic control to the communities.” 

Blond, whose ideas have influenced the 
prime minister’s vision of the Big Society, 
said: “For too long government has viewed 
big as beautiful when it comes to retail 
competition. 

“That position is unsustainable and we 
need radical thinking to bring about true 
competition. 

“The number of traditional grocery stores 
has been declining over many years. 

“In 1950 there were around 90,000 
butchers and greengrocers. By 2000, 
this figure had plummeted to fewer than 
20 , 000 .” 

Levies on large retailers are already being 
discussed in Scotland where the plan has 
been proposed by the government. 

Sainsbury’s reaction was to warn that 
the tax would slow down growth in the 
country, where the supermarket chain has 
plans to expand. 

Blond added: “The rise of the vast super¬ 
markets with the infrastructure needed to 
sustain them, a bias in the planning system 
and their enormous purchasing power has 
crowded out competition. 

“We now have a situation where it is un¬ 
imaginable that a small family owned shop 
could grow into a retailing powerhouse 
such as Tesco or Sainsbury’s.”

Turnover was down 
slightly at £57.2 million, from £58.5 
million, but the firm managed to cut 
costs by three per cent. Passenger 
numbers rose by 0.8 per cent. 

DHB chief executive Bob Goldfield 
said: "We have achieved a very good 
set of results against a backdrop of 
extremely challenging economic condi¬ 
tions and within the constraints im¬ 
posed by our current Trust Port status. 

"This not only illustrates that the port 
is a strong and robust business, but 
that the time is right for us to build on 
that reputation and success by further 
growing the business and providing the 
world class facility that present and 
future users and stakeholders deserve." 

During 2010 DHB attained a number 
of awards and accreditations, while the 
number of road collisions in the port 
halved.

UK taxpayers will not have to contribute to 
any Euro bailouts after 2013, it has been 
revealed. 

The agreement with other EU nations 
could save the UK billions of pounds 
- allowing Government to pump this cash 
into our under-funded frontline services. 

The announcement came just days after 
Chancellor George Osborne made his 
position clear on a potential second bailout of 
Greece: he wanted no part in it. 

And you can understand why. The UK has 
already given £7 billion to prop up the Irish 
Republic's economy, £1.2 billion through 
the International Monetary Fund to rescue 
Greece last year, and it will now hand £4.3 
billion to Portugal. 

The collapse of the single currency would 
undoubtedly harm the UK economy, but 
greater harm is being caused by throwing 
billions of pounds each year - that we don't 
have and can't afford - to failing countries. 

We have enough issues of our own right 
now and should focus on ensuring we 
recover from the recession before we look to 
help our European neighbours. 

So congratulations go to Mr Osborne - a 
Government minister who has put British 
interests first. 

Now it is vital he sticks to his position and 
focuses on UK job-creation and growth.

Ferry operator is 
riding the crest of a 
wave after merger 


The BIG Interview 

Reporter Nick Ames talks to 
DFDS Seaways passenger director 
Chris Newey, who says the 
company’s merger with Norfolkline 
last year has allowed it to be more 
competitive and offer more to 
cross-Channel passengers Looking 
to get to and from the Continent 



W ITH the merger of 
Norfolkline and DFDS 
Seaways, a major new 
player entered the 
competitive market of 
cross-Channel ferries. 
The latest figures show the Danish- 
owned company has increased its 
market share for a sixth consecutive 
year in 2010 and cemented its position 
as the No2 car-ferry-operator in Dover 
with a 30 per cent market share, be¬ 
hind P&O. 

Figures from IRN (Ferrystats) reveal 
that during 2010 DFDS Seaways car¬ 
ried more than 850,000 cars between 
Dover and Dunkirk - more than a ten¬ 
fold increase on the 81,000 cars car¬ 
ried in 2003. 

DFDS is northern Europe’s largest 
integrated shipping and logistics com¬ 
pany. 

Its Seaways arm operates a network 
of 30 routes with 60 freight and pas¬ 
senger ships, while DFDS Logistics 
provides freight solutions in Europe 
with trailers, containers and rail. 

In the UK, the company operates 
three passenger service routes - Dover 
to Dunkirk, Newcastle to Amsterdam 
and Harwich to Esbjerg. 

DFDS has 5,000 employees in 20 
countries, and revenue is set to reach 
DKK 12 billion in 2011 (£1.41 billion). 

The company was founded in 1866, 
is headquartered in Copenhagen and 
listed on NASDAQ OMX Copenhagen. 
DFDS is an abbreviation of Det Forenede 
Dampskibs-Selskab - literally The Unit¬ 
ed Steamship Company. 

A formal statement on the merger 
was issued recently by Niels Smede- 
gaard, chief executive. 

He said: “The integration of Nor¬ 
folkline is progressing faster and better 
than expected. The results for 2010 
and expectations for 2011 show that 
the acquisition clearly created value. 
At the end of this year we expect that 
the synergies [income derived from 


mergers] will reach about 180 million 
kroner (£21.1 million) on an annual 
basis. We have also created value for 
our shareholders by selling or closing 
loss-making routes.” 

The Dover-Dunkirk ferry-operator 
began its service as Norfolkline and 
merged with DFDS to become DFDS 
Seaways in July 2010, after approval 
from the European Court the previous 
month. 

Chris Newey is the company’s pas¬ 
senger director, based in Dover. He 
joined the company in August 2004. 

Before the DFDS deal the company 
was owned by another Danish con¬ 
cern, Maersk, which also had interests 
in freight-container-shipping and oil 
exploration. 

“I feel the merger has meant more of 
a focus is now on ferry shipping,” said 
Newey. 

“Because DFDS has a great deal of 
experience in transporting vehicles 
and people over short distances - it also 
operates ferry services in the Baltic 
- our operations have received more of 
a singular focus from the company. 


“We are in a hugely competitive 
market in the way that airlines, for 
instance, are not. There may be many 
aircraft flying from one particular air¬ 
port, but they are not all heading for 
the same place and vying for the same 
market share. 

“From Dover all ferry traffic is head¬ 
ing for the Continent, whether it is 
Calais or Dunkirk. 

“We feel we can offer passengers a 
different perspective on travel from 
other companies. Learning from the 
experience DFDS has - and what we 
learnt as Norfolkline - we have bought 
in something for every traveller. 

“Dining, for instance - each ship 
has three options. There is fast food - 
burgers, pizzas and the like on offer 
- along with a self-service buffet and a 
tablecloth experience with full-service 
bistro. 

“So there is something for families 
with children, something for people on 
a short break and something that ap¬ 
peals to business people or couples on 
holiday. Next month we are introduc¬ 
ing Costa Coffee, so that will be another 
option available.” 

Being part of a larger company has 
also allowed DFDS to be more competi¬ 
tive in its outlay for necessary services, 
according to Newey. 

“Where we need new systems for 
our ships we can pool the costs with 
our other routes - the cost of develop¬ 
ment can be spread over the three lines 
which run from the UK.” 

The company runs three vessels 
from Dover on the Dunkirk run, which 

takes two hours to complete. They 

are the 40,000-tonne ships Dunkirk 

Seaways, Delft Seaways and Dover 
Seaways. Each can carry up to 1,000 
passengers and 300 vehicles. 

“The operations of the ferries is vital 
to the economy here in Dover and the 
rest of east Kent,” said Newey. 

“I view competition as a good thing 
as well. It keeps us on our toes and we 
need to ensure that we continually re-

Interest rate rise casts 
a dark economic cloud

PLANS to raise interest rates 
could lead to a return to the 
economic dark days of the 
1980s, according to a leading 
Labour politician. 

Paul Clark, who was MP for 
Gillingham and Rainham from 
1997 to 2010, issued his stark 
warning after experts stated an 
interest rate rise to halt a growth 
in inflation is imminent. 

The Bank of England gover¬ 
nor Mervyn said families 
should prepare for a rise, end¬ 
ing two years of historic lows. 

Mr King suggested the rise in 
inflation - which the Bank said 
could hit five per cent in the fi¬ 
nal months of 2 011 - has meant 
the possibility of an increase. 

He said: “Bank rates cannot 
stay at this level indefinitely, 
and at some point it will return 
to more normal levels.” 

Mr Clark, Labour spokesman 
for Kent, said: “Mervyn King’s 
words and the latest predic¬ 
tions of the Bank of England 
will strike fear at the very heart 
of families and businesses alike 
throughout Kent. 

“The threat of interest rates 
being raised will remind busi¬ 
nessmen and women of the last 
Tory government and double 
digit rates in the 80s and 90s, 
that crippled British business, 
forcing many to go to the wall 
and many thousands of people 
made redundant.” 

Higher borrowing costs 
could now be a major problem 
for homeowners, many of 
whom felt that - at least in the 
short term - monthly mortgage

repayments would stay low. 

Mr Clark said: “Higher inter¬ 
est rates will do nothing to help 
reassure businesses within 
Kent that the future is rosy. 

“Already confidence has 
been undermined by the down¬ 
grading of forecast growth for 
2011, by the Government’s Of¬ 
fice for Budget Responsibility 
four times in 12 months - from 
2.6 per cent in June, 2010, to 
2.3 per cent after George Os¬ 
borne’s emergency budget; 
then to 2.1 per cent after the 
coalition’s spending review; 
and to 1.7 per cent after this 
year’s budget. 

“Now the governor of the 
Bank of England is downgrad¬ 
ing it still further at about 1.5 
per cent in six months. 

“Cutting too deep and too 
fast, as this government is do¬ 
ing, is a vicious circle. The slow¬ 
er growth, higher unemploy¬ 
ment and higher inflation that 
Mr Osborne’s policies have de¬ 
livered mean the Government 
will now have to borrow £46 


billion more than they were 
planning a few months ago. 

“In contrast, a year ago, 
Labour’s plans to support the 
recovery saw the economy 
start to grow strongly, unem¬ 
ployment fall and borrowing 
come in over £2 lbn lower than 
forecast. 

“But our plan was based on 
restoring strong, sustainable 
growth, getting people back 
into work, and then beginning 
the difficult task of cutting 
spending and raising taxes 
where necessary. 

“The commitment to halve 
the deficit in four years was the 
same commitment agreed to by 
all G20 countries.” 

A rate rise to one per cent 
would increase monthly repay¬ 
ments on an average £150,000 
variable rate mortgage by £43 
a month or £516 a year. 

On current estimates across 
the UK two-thirds of home- 
owners have a variable rate 
mortgage, meaning nearly 
eight million households would 
pay more. 

The warning comes as 
household gas bills are set to 
jump by an average of £100 
and electricity bills by £50 in 
the next nine months - with no 
respite for a further two years. 

At present, the average gas 
bill is £666 a year and the av¬ 
erage electricity bill is £473. 

In its report, the Bank also 
downgraded its economic 
growth forecasts for this year 
from around two per cent to 
1.75 per cent, and said the 
squeeze on living standards 
would last longer than initially 
thought.

Performance index puts our hauliers at risk 
of bankruptcy as fuel prices continue rising 


SMALL to medium hauliers remain at 
significant risk of bankruptcy, according 
to new research. 

The bleak prediction was made by 
Bibby Financial Services, which found 
that more than half of the UK logistics 
firms had to cut costs during the first 
quarter after a slow start to the year. 

Bibby's chief executive Edward 
Rimmer said small firms across the 
sector would find it most difficult to 
keep their heads above water, despite 
growth in March. 

"The SMEs will be in the greatest 
danger, as the cost of fuel bites deeper 
into profits of business managers and 
owners." 

Established Kent-based firm Derek 
Linch Haulage was one of the biggest

casualties of Ql, closing its doors after 
more than 34 years in business. 

The family-owned company, which 
traded out of Romney Marsh, ran 20 
trucks and employed 31 members of 
staff, who all Lost their jobs. 


Director Derek Linch said in March 
the Loss of a big client and the rising 
price of fuel had forced his hand. 

"We are closing the doors at 5pm on 
March 14," he said. "This is a very sad 
thing to have to do." 

The Bibby index revealed that of the 
Logistics firms tracked, 59 per cent said 
they had cut costs ahead of further 
predicted price pressures. 

Nearly half of respondents said they 
were in a worse position than they were 
a year ago. 

Rimmer said all companies in the 
industry had to remain vigilant. 

"It is imperative that firms of all sizes 
have funding in place to secure their 
business performance or even invest in 
opportunities for growth."

‘Shaolin are demigods’ 

Joe Bill talks to show director about the Chinese warriors' latest tour 



F LYING through the air, balancing 
on sharp spears and performing 
unrelenting acrobatic stunts, the 
Shaolin Warriors are keen to keep 
the mysterious reputation of kung- 
fu alive and kicking. 

“These guys are like demi-gods. They move 
so fast, when they flip, you can’t even see their 
hands or head touch the ground. The speed and 
skill is ridiculous.” 

The Shaolin Warriors of China head to 
Tunbridge Wells under the guidance of Theatre 
Productions director Stephen Leatherland, who 
remains in awe of their skills. 

He said: “They display so many disciplines. 
The show is highly choreographed -1 would 
almost describe it as a kung-fu ballet because 
there are moments when 16 guys are all 
moving in unison, throwing themselves around 
and landing on one leg at the same time. It’s 
breathtaking. 

“They are choreographed in China by the 
guy that helped create the opening ceremony 
to the Beijing Olympics, but we put a theatre- 
production touch on it to make the storyline a 
lot clearer for the audience. 

“Creating magic is the name of the game.” 
The 22 warriors are all martial-arts experts, 
despite some of the performers being as young 
as 10. 

They are also weapons specialists, with an 
amazing 18 different kinds used in the show. 

Leatherland, himself an actor in the West 
End, said: “They cover all the disciplines they 
would learn at the Shaolin temple. 

“They deal with traditional weapons like 
swords and spears and things that I don’t even 
know, but it still look very dangerous to me.” 

Each of the warriors has been specially 
chosen by the Shaolin group, with most of 
them having won either a regional or national 
competition in their native China. 

Leatherland said: “That is essentially how 
they came to light, in the performance sense. 
They are the cream of the kung-fu world. 

“The main guy is called Cheng Penfei. He is 
like a human Catherine wheel. The human eye 
struggles to catch up with his movements. It’s 
unbelievable.” 

The group has been performing since 2000 
and received international acclaim following 
regular tours around the world. 

This is the second time the warriors have 
come to England, embarking on a mammoth 
66-date tour before heading off to Europe, 
America and finally Australia. 

However, most of the warriors grew up in 
poor rural families in the Henan and Shandong 


provinces, known as the heartland of the 
Chinese martial arts. 

Their lives read like a traditional story of 
strength winning through against adversity, 
encouraged by their parents from the age of 
four to train and lift themselves far from their 
humble beginnings. 

Leatherland, who started Theatre 
Productions 17 years ago, said: “I have 
employed many celebrities and obviously I treat 
them with great respect, but these guys are 
untouchable and they are great people, too, 
because of their Shaolin humility. 

“I see them as demigods.” 

Featuring Buddhist meditation and 
rigorous martial-arts training, the show is an 
extravaganza of gorgeous scenery, beautiful 
lights, hundreds of costumes and an original 
soundtrack by a Chinese composer. The latest 
show details the journey of a young warrior, 
from initiation to becoming a Shaolin monk and 
achieving warrior status. 

And as you can see within the show, the 


training necessary to become a Shaolin Warrior 
is most definitely not for the faint-hearted. 

A typical day for a youngster includes 
waking up at 5am to complete a full six hours’ 
training alongside compulsory meditation and 
relaxation. 

While on tour, the warriors continue with 
both their mental and physical training as 
they believe mental strength to be vital to 
continuing their successful and injury-free 
performances. 

The director said: “There is a 45-minute 
warm-up before every show, as well as their 
own personal training every day. 

“We had a journalist from a martial-arts 
magazine come to the rehearsal and he said he 
was astounded just by the warm-up, let alone 
the full production.” 

Popularity for Kung-fu boomed in the 70s 
and 80s with the films of Bruce Lee, but with 
600,000 people having already witnessed the 
Shaolin Warriors show across the world, there 
is no question that the intrigue remains. 


HARD AS NAILS: Breathtaking moves from the

The intense and often unbelievable stunts 
are highlighted by the mind-boggling feats of 
endurance. 

When asked which was the big move that 
wowed the most audiences, Leatherland 
said: “Personally, I’d suggest the ‘five spears 
thrusting the body move’, where a warrior is 
supported in the air with spears. 

“Others include lying on blades, the nail 
bed, and breaking iron bars using the forehead 
alone, to name just a few.” 

Despite such activities, the warriors offer a 
family-orientated show aimed at all ages. 

Leatherland said: “In particular, there’s 
a teaching sequence with children from the 
audience being taught kung-fu live on stage.” 

But asked if he would be donning the 
traditional orange robes to take part as an 
understudy warrior, Leatherland answered: “I 
have stepped in at the last moment many times, 
but I don’t think I will with this production. 

“I value my life too much!”

Minor parties 



L AST year more than a third of eligible 
voters decided they would rather stay 
at home than have their say on who 
should run the country. Of the 26 mil¬ 
lion people who did make the effort on 
general election day, an almost iden¬ 
tical percentage voted in favour of a Conservative 
government led by David Cameron. 

In contrast, not one single person voted for - 
nor had the opportunity to vote for - the Con-Lib 
Coalition we now find ourselves ruled by. 

Had the millions of people who opted against 
using their vote instead put it to good use, the 
make-up of Parliament could look a lot different 
today. But despite growing disillusionment to¬ 
wards the three main parties, independent can¬ 
didates and members of minor groups such as 
the Greens are still finding voter support hard to 
come by. 

“People are more likely to not vote at all if they 
don’t like any of the three main parties, and it’s 
very frustrating,” said Victor Webb, who made 
history this month as the first UK Independence 
Party member to be elected onto Tunbridge 
Wells council. 

“All you hear when you knock on some peo¬ 
ple’s doorsteps is how we’re ‘all the same’, so we 
put in a lot of work to distinguish ourselves from 
the national politicians. 

“We don’t receive anywhere near the same 
level of publicity as the main parties do. I was 
supposed to be interviewed for a BBC television 
programme after the local elections but I was 
bumped in favour of a former Labour MP. That 
says it all really. It makes you wonder what 
you’ve got to do to get noticed.” 

Despite being a member of a relatively well- 
known party in UKIP, it still took Mr Webb nine 
years of local campaigning to win a seat on Tun¬ 
bridge Wells council when he could arguably 
have done so a lot quicker had he been a sup¬ 
porter of Labour, the Conservatives or the Liberal 
Democrats. 

In Liverpool, for example, an 18-year-old La¬ 
bour candidate ousted Lib Dem 
peer and council leader Lord Mike 
Story from his seat at the local 
elections. 

While the youngster may end 
up being a good representative for 
his ward, it is doubtful he would 
have achieved such early success 
had he put his name forward as an 
independent. 

But according to Cllr Richard 
Lees - Kent county councillor rep¬ 
resenting Swanscombe and Green- 
hithe Residents’ Association - not 
being associated with a main party 
is one of the biggest selling points of being an in¬ 
dependent. 

He said: “We provide a completely local 
and unhindered service, and that’s the key 
thing. We’re never tied down by a party’s na¬ 
tional policies. I don’t have to stand up in County 
Hall and say the Government spending cuts are 
the best solution to tackling the deficit, like the 
Conservatives do. I can see the cuts are making 
life difficult at KCC and Dartford council - very 
difficult.” 

In addition to Cllr Lees’ spot on the county 
council, the residents’ association also has four 
members on Dartford council and all 20 on 
Swanscombe and Greenhithe town council. 

Cllr Lees said he thought the bond between 
councillors and residents was key to the group’s 
success. 

He added: “People relate to us because we’re 
helping our next-door neighbours or the school 
up the road. As a group we’re also very accessi¬ 
ble - everyone knows us and knows how to get 
hold of us. That’s a big part of our success and 
our charm, and we really do listen to what’s go¬ 
ing on. We don’t need to hold surgeries to find 
out what the problems are because we’re living 
among them and already know. ”

Another group with high hopes of success at 
the local elections was the Ashford Independent 
Party, but leader Cllr Peter Davison was left dis¬ 
appointed despite increasing its number of coun¬ 
cillors from four to five. 

He is one of a growing number of people who be¬ 
lieve voters should place their trust in the hands of 
those who put local issues before party loyalties. 

Cllr Davison said: “There is no place for na¬ 
tional party politics in local government because 
the key issue should be to listen to local people. 

“I think it’s a fair assumption that more and 
more voters will turn to independent council¬ 
lors, and the Localism Bill makes clear that peo¬ 
ple whose lives are touched by major decisions 
should have a say in those decisions. 

“We shouldn’t be giving so much power to ego¬ 
maniacs on a power trip. Enough is enough.” 

A common misconception among some voters 
is that independent election candidates are 
somehow less qualified than those aligned with 
the main parties. But with teachers, nurses, sur¬ 
geons, IT specialists and businessmen among 
those signed up to Ashford Independents, Cllr 
Davison is looking to dispel the stigma. 

He said: “We’re analysing what needs to be 
done in Ashford and putting in place people who 


have the knowledge, and experience to suggest 
how we can do things better. 

“Give us another four years and we will come 
back even stronger. ” 

While both the Ashford Independent Party 
and the Swanscombe and Greenhithe Residents’ 
Association have achieved modest success in re¬ 
cent years, it is clear that truly independent 
councillors are few and far between in Kent. 

Cllr Lees said it would be beneficial for the 
county as a whole if like-minded individuals 
could come together and share best practice in 
an attempt to win voters over. 

He added: “I would love to see more indepen¬ 
dent councillors. I’ve nothing against people 
who represent the main parties because a lot 
work hard in their communities, but they’re al¬ 
ways tethered to what Clegg and Cameron do at 
a national level and can’t get away from that. 

“I think that showed during the local elections 
when the Tories sent Baroness Warsi to Dartford 
and Labour had Ed Miliband in Gravesend to 
draw the voters out. 

“We can’t rely on those media stunts but we 
also don’t need to because we have that close re¬ 
lationship with the local people, and we will con¬ 
tinue to be successful because of that.”

New generation takes 
on a Formidable tale

A NEW home has been found 
for the naval standard and oth¬ 
er priceless items from ‘the ship 
that launched herself. 

The HMS Formidable Asso¬ 
ciation has offered priceless 
items from the World War Two 
aircraft carrier to Chatham 
Grammar School for Boys. 

The group for the ship’s vet¬ 
erans made the decision be¬ 
cause membership is dwindling 
and they decided the school, 
which has close ties to Chatham 
Dockyard, the ideal place for 
the memorabilia. 

Construction on the Illustri¬ 
ous-class aircraft carrier began 
on June 17, 1937, at the Har- 
land & Wolff yard in Belfast. 

Lady Kingsley Wood attend¬ 
ed the launch ceremony with 
her husband, the then air min¬ 
ister Sir Kingsley Wood, on Au¬ 
gust 17,1939. 

Beneath the ship, dockers 
were working on the launching 
gear, when one of the wooden 
cradles supporting most of the 
carrier’s 23,000 tonnes broke, 
causing the ship to start sliding 
down the slipway. 

With great presence of mind, 
Lady Wood took the bottle of 
Empire wine and smashed it 
against the bow of the ship, fol¬ 
lowing maritime lore which is 
meant to prevent an unlucky 
life at sea. 

In the accident, shattered 
splinters of woods and twisted 
metal were flung into the 
crowd, causing one fatality and 
22 injuries, although Formida¬ 
ble’s hull was undamaged.

Following its eventful 
launch, HMS Formidable was 
commissioned on November 
24, 1940, before she, and her 
2,200 crew, were deployed to 
the Battle of Cape Matapon, 
near Crete, in March 1941. 

In May, 1941, she was hit by 
two 2,2001b bombs, putting 
the ship out of action for six 
months. 

The following year, HMS 
Formidable travelled across the 
Pacific Ocean, serving in the 
Indian Ocean before returning 
back to the Mediterranean. 

The ship provided air sup¬ 
port in the critical North Afri¬ 
can Campaign for the Allies 
and also in the Italian Cam¬ 
paign, playing an important 
role in the invasion of Sicily in 
1943. 

Later the same year, she was 
then deployed to protect mer¬ 
chant convoys in the arctic and 
in November, sunk a German 
U-boat. 


Towards the end of the war, 
she was involved in a series of 
operations of the coast of Nor¬ 
way, before finally entering 
service against Japanese forces 
in 1945 and surviving numer¬ 
ous kamikaze attacks. 

Eight crew members were 
kill ed and a further 47 were in¬ 
jured in one attack, which saw a 
plane dive from a great height, 
crashing into the flight deck, 
starting a major fire on board. 

Following the end of the war, 
the Royal Navy conducted a 
fleet review and it was discov¬ 
ered the damaged suffered to 
HMS Formidable meant it was 
un-economical to repair her. 

She was then put in reserve 
in 1947 but never saw action 
again before being sold off for 
scrap in 1953, before finally 
being pulled apart and scrapped 
in November, 1956. 

The HMS Formidable Stand¬ 
ard and other items will now be 
displayed at the Chatham 
Grammar School for Boys. 

Colin Field, deputy headteach¬ 
er at the school said: “We are 
currently planning an archive 
room in the school where we will 
be able to more openly share 
much of the history of our school 
with our community and people 
will be able to see the strong 
maritime links we have always 
enjoyed.” 

Keith Ouilter, who served on 
Formidable, added: “I would like 
to add my complete ease at find¬ 
ing that the school appreciates 
the significance of the Standard 
to we remaining shipmates who 
served in Formidable.”

Farmers’ markets 


Bridge

Tunbridge Wells

U NTIL about 18 months ago, JoJo's 
restaurant was situated on the 
ground floor of a blue-fronted, 
three-storey house in the suburban 
outskirts of Whitstable. 

In its rather unassuming surrounds it began 
to make a name for itself for its simple, but de¬ 
liciously fresh Mediterranean dishes, served in 
meze/tapas-style (it covers both), with an ethos 
of fresh, local and organic wherever possible. 

Although unintended, its success meant 
that Nikki Billington and partner Paul Watson 
recently had to make the move to bigger 
premises - an old Spa supermarket building just 
around the corner in Tankerton, still surround¬ 
ed by suburban houses, but with uninterrupted 
views of the sea. The building was gutted, 
refurbished with the resulting interior totally 
befitting the restaurant’s ambitions. 

The atmosphere is relaxed, though the drama 
in the kitchen is open to view. The interior is 
spacious and unaffected, with bare wood 
everywhere - floorboards, tables, chairs. 

Windows looking out to sea, battered leather 
sofas by a fireplace and shelves packed with 
Nikki’s cookbooks invite you to slow the pace 
right down. 

But it is the food that is the star of the show. 


Rave national reviews have propelled this restaurant 
firmly into the public’s gaze - as Kiki Case discovers

Dishes are prepared there and then in front of 
your eyes, from a menu of delightful bites from 
Greece, Spain, Italy and even England. 

Items change to allow for fresh seasonal 
ingredients and a blackboard shows a selection 
of daily specials. A range of cured meats is 
always present - spicy chorizo, Serrano ham, 
Fiocco di Spalla, all served with crustini and 
seasonal jelly, and all around £7.95, but with 
plentiful portions to share. Indeed, all the tapas 
dishes are generous - and your waiter or 
waitress will advise you to go easy on the 
ordering. There are delicious cooked dishes - 
the freshest calamari, chargrilled sardines, 
tender slices of lamb, Monkshill mutton koftas. 

Vegetarians will be pleased too with the 
classic patatas bravas, deep fried courgette 
flowers, Greek salad and the scrumptious risotto 
balls, deep fried, and usually containing pea and 
mint or, sometimes, porcini. And the cheese 
board of tasty Spanish, Italian and English 
cheeses is delightful. Prices range from £3.95 to 


£9.50, and with a BYOB policy, you can enjoy a 
delicious meal at a very reasonable price. 

Nikki’s cooking is deft, influenced by time 
spent travelling and working in Greece, Spain 
and Italy, having worked herself up to head 
chef from washer up and mussel bearder at the 
Whitstable Oyster Restaurant in the early 90s. 

On her return home she decided to open 
Jojo’s, with a plan to keep it small and not 
all-consuming. However, a couple of rave 
national press reviews brought it to the 
attention of food lovers and tables at the 
restaurant are now constantly in demand. 

Booking is advisable, but reservations are 
taken no more than two weeks in advance. 

There is a coffee shop, too, with homemade 
cakes and snacks, which is open everyday 
(except Monday, when the whole restaurant is 
closed) from 9 am-5pm.

Anglo-Saxon roundhouse 

Frith Wood, near Ashford 
Course starts on Monday,

PEOPLE keen to learn the 
skills and crafts of ancient 
times can learn to thatch an 
Anglo-Saxon roundhouse in a 
stretch of beautiful woodland.

a woodland education centre 
in Frith Wood near Ashford 
and has been granted National 
Lottery funding.

NISSAN’S original Micra arrived in the UK in 
1983, not with a bang, but more of a whimper. 

The all-new supermini model was all but 
ignored: the styling was bland and Japanese 
marques had an unremarkable record in that 
sector. 

But over nearly 10 years’ production, it won 
people over for its spaciousness, easy driving 
and reliability. It was a driving school favourite 
and, 20 years after its demise, first generation 
Micras are still common on UK roads. 

Evidence of a slow burn is that it nearly made 
the UK sales top ten in 1990 - just two years 
before it was replaced. 

But Nissan was careful next time to make the 
Micra more eye-catching; if ever a car could be 
called cuddly, then the Mark 2 of 1992 was just 
that. A six-year-old could have penned it, with 
Nissan appearing to issue a challenge to the mo¬ 
tor market: “Just try ignoring that then, mate.” 

Being the first Micra built at the marque’s 
Sunderland plant also helped UK buyers fall for 
the little car and when its replacement arrived 
in 2002, the visual attention to detail was even 
more evident. 

This Mark 3 was so radically different to 
anything in its class that Nissan’s marketing 
used a lexicon of new words to describe its 
characteristics, while the retro interior was 
almost a work of art. 

Why the history lesson? Well Nissan has 
come full circle with the Mark 4 Micra launched 
here last year. 

It signals a return to the functionality of the 
original 1980s car, while its UK link has also 
been severed; this car, like its Pixo city car sis¬ 
ter, is built in India, leaving the production line 
slot at Sunderland to be commandeered by the 
thrusting all-new Juke crossover supermini. 

The story being told here is: as we all down¬

size, one supermini model cannot suit everyone 
in a sector where sales have mushroomed. 

The latest Micra has become Nissan’s default 
supermini option, while the butch-looking Juke 
goes for glamour sales against the likes of the 
BMW Mini, Fiat 500 and Citroen DS3. 

So I climbed into the new Micra with a sense 
of deja vu: the new car is roomy, incredibly easy 
to live with, rides well on increasingly patchy 
UK roads and will woo your wallet - just don’t 
expect it to win your heart. 

Like its Mark 1 forerunner, it does what 
it says on the tin, being cheap to buy (from 
£9,250) and taking you from A to B efficiently. 

You don’t even have to think hard about 
which version to buy, since there is just the one 
five-door hatch body and all five variants come 
with the same low emission 8OPS (79bhp) 

1.2-litre petrol engine, available with a 


five-speed manual ‘box able to average in the 
mid-5 Os for mpg, or a CVT auto that is only 
moderately more thirsty. 

The engine may be thrifty and willing, but its 
three-cylinder layout makes it typically raucous 
at times if you try to wring out more revs. 

But the conservative styling, smooth cruising 
from the high top gear, all-round economy, 
light and easy steering, a chassis set up for 
comfort, plus decent spec at a good price mean 
would-be buyers are not those looking for 
rally-like performance and handling. 

The dashboard is quite funky, but the quality 
of the materials used does rather reflect the 
car’s modest pricing. Rear space, particularly 
headroom, marks a big improvement over its 
predecessor though and the boot and overall 
load space with seats down is impressive for this 
class, again marking a return to the past.

The 3008 is now offered with the French 
marque’s slick e-HDi stop and start technology 
and partnered with a manual gearbox - e-HDi 
made its debut just a few weeks ago on Peuge¬ 
ot’s classy new 508 company car motor, but 
minus the clutch pedal. 

That version does not really wow the driver, 
though the sums add up for company drivers. 

The six-speed manual version fitted to the 
308, on the other hand, puts the driver more 
in touch. It underlines its value too with a run¬ 
ning total of how long the engine is switched off 
while sitting at the lights, or simply crawling in 
stop-go traffic. I was staggered to see 10 min¬ 
utes logged on a journey that took 30 minutes. 

Of course, it would be even better if it could 
tell you how much fuel it saved in that time, but 
this is probably a tall order - maybe next time 
though, judging by technical strides now being 
made across the motor industry. 

But are stop/start systems for everyone? Only 
if they come bundled as part of the bargain. If 


you don’t do much city driving and must pay 
extra - it starts at around £900 with the 308 
- then maybe it’s not for you. 

The revitalised 308 range (from £15,245) 
does deserve careful consideration though. 
Peugeot calls it ‘new 308’, which is a bit over 
the top since the car was launched in 2007, 
and then as a comprehensive re-work of its 
307 predecessor. There’s nothing wrong in 
that when the 308’s two arch-rivals, the Ford 
Focus and VW Golf, have also virtually skipped 
a generation too in recent years. 

I mention it though because, while 307 
styling could be seen in the 308, the car was a 
revelation inside and on the road; Peugeot reset 
the bar very high on interior design and quality 


at this level, while the 308’s on-road standards 
were a notch higher than its predecessor’s. 

The piece de resistance came with the coupe 
convertible 308CC spin-off two years later, offer¬ 
ing a leather dashboard option that would not 
have disgraced a car costing twice the price. 

For the facelift, there are tweaks to the cabin 
but the main points of difference are meaner 
and cleaner engines with lower road tax, a 
2 5-kilo cut in weight across the range and 
exterior styling touches that make the car 
sleeker and smarter, paying dividends with a 
segment-beating 0.28 drag coefficient on fuel 
economy versions. 

Most noticeable cosmetically though is a 
toning down of the Peugeot ‘gaping maw’ 


grille, noticeably absent - thank heavens - from 
the elegant 508. The 308 front end now looks 
cleaner and fresher, while LED running lights 
give a more upmarket look. 

There is the usual wide choice of engines 
with Peugeot’s legendary diesels expected to 
take two-thirds of sales, augmented in July by a 
road tax beating, low-emission eco diesel model, 
the Oxygo. The five-door hatch will continue 
to dominate body choice, with the CC (from 
£21,295) taking around two per cent of sales 
and the SW (estate) taking about eight. How¬ 
ever, the latter (from £16,245) continues to 
impress with its mix of capacity and class, plus 
the brilliant full-length glass roof fitted to all but 
the entry models.

Businesslike TJs 
keen to shake off 
‘poachers’ tag over 
pre-season period

TONBRIDGE Juddians will make significant ad¬ 
ditions to their squad this summer in prepara¬ 
tion for life in the National League, but insist 
they will not “poach” players from rival clubs 
around the county. 

Three consecutive league titles and a mete¬ 
oric rise to the fifth tier of English rugby means 
TJs are viewed enviously by their counterparts 
around Kent. Targets at The Slade have again 
been set high for next season, but director of rug¬ 
by, Darren Grasby, was quick to quash rumours 
surrounding their latest recruitment drive. 

“We do not go poaching,” he said. “It’s hap¬ 
pened to us so many times over the years and 
it’s one of the reasons we did what we did. If you 
looked at our mini and junior sections, we used 
to have good 14 and 15-year-olds, but because 
the first-team wasn’t of a reasonable standard, 
we lost them very quickly. We do not go poach¬ 
ing players, but if there’s a decent youngster at 
another club who wants to play National League 
rugby, he will make his way to the best level. 

“We talked to the local clubs when we first 


started off down this road. We put a business 
plan together, it’s held itself together and we are 
not reliant on one sugar-daddy. That jealousy 
has rescinded as we’ve gone up, but it will never 
go away because the better players coming into 
the area are coming to us.” 

Watching TJs will come at a cost to support¬ 
ers next season after the club confirmed they 
will charge adults £5 admission for all first-team 
games. Work has already begun on improving 
the playing surface at The Slade, although Gras¬ 
by said the club was essentially ready to cope 
with rugby at the next level. 

“Facility-wise, the club has some of the best 
in the county,” he said. “The clubhouse and 
changing-rooms are first-class and work is being 
done on the pitch to bring it up to a slightly bet¬ 
ter standard. 

“We’ve got to put crowd barriers in and we 
will now be charging for admission. Some of the 
other National League clubs charge £8-10, but 
we don’t want to get to a stage where people are 
not coming down to The Slade, so we are not go¬ 
ing silly with the admission prices.” 

On the field, Tonbridge Juddians have known 
almost nothing but success since they began

their upward assault on the regional divisions in 
2008/09. With Kent derbies against Canterbury 
and Gravesend among the challenges facing TJs 
next season, Grasby is doing his best to temper 
expectations which will inevitably soar again. 

“We had a meeting this week to discuss where 
we go from here,” he said. “We’ve got into the 
National League, we’re the highest-ranking club 
in the local area and we will look to strengthen 
the side. 


“We’re heading towards semi-professional 
rugby, we were last in this division when the 
two clubs [Tonbridge and Old Juddians] merged 
in 1999 and the quality of rugby has improved 
no end since then. 

“To say we’re quietly confident would prob¬ 
ably be too much of a stretch. Are we confident 
we can win the league? It just depends, we want 
to bring in five or six players, but other clubs 
may be doing the same thing.”

LIFE behind the wheel of a Formula One car ap¬ 
pears to suit Adrian Quaife-Hobbs down to the 
ground after the Tonbridge racer successfully 
came through his first test for Marussia Virgin 
Racing. 

The 20-year-old was selected to put the Virgin 
FI car through its paces at Spain’s Idiada circuit 
last weekend, with a view to evaluating its up¬ 
dated aerodynamic package ahead of Sunday’s 
Spanish Grand Prix in Barcelona. 

Quaife-Hobbs, who regularly drives for Vir¬ 
gin’s sister team, Marussia Manor Racing in 
the GP3 series, completed 146 kilometres of 
straight-line aero testing at Idiada. As part of the 
team’s young driver programme, he looks set to 
forge a closer bond with the Virgin garage as the 
season progresses and said his first taste of FI 
power had been a dream come true. 

“It was an incredibly special day for me,” said 
Quaife-Hobbs. “Driving a Formula One car is 
what every young driver dreams of from the mo¬ 
ment you start racing and it has been fantastic to 
finally experience that. 

“I completed many runs for the team and 
helped them to collect a lot of data. I can’t thank 
Marussia Virgin Racing enough for this amazing 
opportunity, as it really allows me to gain experi¬ 
ence and see how a Formula One team works. 

“Experiences like this only make you hungry 
for more and it’s exciting to get a taste of what 
the future could hold.” 

Virgin are represented by Timo Glock and 
Jerome d’Ambrosio in this season’s FI cham¬ 
pionship and their team principal, John Booth, 
was delighted by Ouaife-Hobbs’ maiden contri¬ 
bution in testing. 


“Congratulations to Adrian on a very impres¬ 
sive debut in the Marussia Virgin Racing MVR- 
02,” he said. “It really is extremely rewarding 
to put these young guys in the car and see how 
they respond to such an opportunity. 

“He acclimatised well to the car and developed 
a strong rapport with the engineers and me¬ 
chanics, so he should feel pleased with his first 
day’s work in a Formula One car. 

“Overall, it has been a very productive test for 
us, with the Idiada proving ground providing us 


with excellent conditions with which to test the 
updated package that we introduced at the last 
race. 

“As we might have expected in its debut out¬ 
ing, we experienced a few teething problems in 
Istanbul and this test has provided us with the 
opportunity to understand more of the potential 
of the developments.” 

Quaife-Hobbs returns to GP3 action this week¬ 
end, lying 19th in the driver standings and still 
looking for his first points of the season.

‘BTCC must not 
lose characters’ 

JASON Plato's been very outspo¬ 
ken about the driving standards 
in this season's British Touring 
Car Championship following his shunt at 
Donington Park. 

He described some of the driving as 
'appalling' and 'unacceptable' and you 
have to say, there were an unusually 
high number of incidents at Donington. 
However, at Thruxton, the racing was very 
good. There were some racing incidents, 
but the driving standard was generally 
very good. 

I think there's a fine line between very 
close racing and rule-breaking. At Doning¬ 
ton there were a few too many incidents, 
but that's the risk you run when you have 
very competitive racing. 

You run that risk when you have suc¬ 
cess ballast for the cars at the front and 
reverse grids, when you're establishing 
a situation of starting the fastest cars 
behind the slower ones. That’s unusual in 
motorsport because you normally have 
the fastest cars at the front and then peo¬ 
ple wonder why they never get any decent 
racing. It's certainly a recipe for entertain¬ 
ing racing. 

Jason spoke about newcomers to the 
championship needing to have a greater 
spatial awareness when they're behind 
the wheel and it’s true that can be an 
issue. 

The very nature of touring cars means 
you get cars on all sides of you at all times 
and that can be an unusual experience for 
some driving in the championship for the 
first time. The championship is quite un¬ 
like anything else, but Jason was in their 
shoes once upon a time. 

I think it’s a case of some people finding 
their feet and everybody does have to 
take some reponsibility. This week, Jeff 
Allam returned as the driving standards 
advisor and I think that's good, to have an 
ex-driver looking at the incidents when he 
himself has been involved in hundreds of 
races. He knows the game inside-out and 
the organisers of the championship really 
had to take control, otherwise things 
could have got out of hand. 

There's absolutely no doubt that you 
need characters like Jason Plato in the 
championship. The day BTCC drivers be¬ 
come stereotypical clones, too worried to 
state their feelings is the day people will 
start switching off. 

Touring cars is all about characters, 
people who speak their mind, it's 
the WWF of motorsport.

Released by Durham, his home county, two 
years ago, Muchall joined the YC programme 
with hopes of returning to Chester-le-Street to 
fight for a first-team place, but is now spreading 
his net wider. He played one game for Kent in the 
Clydesdale Bank 40 last season and is hungry to 
rub shoulders with the country’s top players on 
a more regular basis. 

He said: “At the end of the line, I hope there’s 
a first-class contract because I just want to play 
proper cricket and make a name for myself. I 
played a game with Kent last year and I enjoyed 
that, so I think I’m ready [for first-class cricket]. 

“Durham put me on the programme, they re¬ 
leased me and said to go on it for two years, to 
carry on as I was. They’d played against the MCC 
and they were quite keen for me to be involved 
with them. Going back to Durham was always 
plan A, but I’ll try and look at other counties, at 
other opportunities.” 

The MCC runs the Young Cricketers scheme 
to foster new talent within the game and they 
boast a record of one in three players going on to 
sign professional terms with counties. Muchall is 
enjoying a good run of form in the 2nd XI south 
division, including a knock of 132 against Sur¬ 
rey’s 2nd XI at The Oval. 

However, his season took an unexpected twist 
when he was called up to the MCC senior side for 
the Champion County game against Notting¬ 
hamshire in Dubai, replacing injured Somerset 
bowler Steven Kirby. 

Despite making just four runs, Muchall said

Budget talks keep Warrilow 
waiting to offer crucial deals

TONBRIDGE Angels manager Tommy Warrilow 
is concerned some of his top players may be 
tempted away from the club while the Longmead 
board continue to draw up a playing budget for 
next season. 

Since the Angels won promotion from the 
Ryman Premier Division, Warrilow has been 
unable to offer new deals to any of his existing 
squad, although a number of clubs have made 
approaches to Tonbridge players. 

Warrilow is itching to start moulding his 
squad for life in Conference South, but chairman 
Steve Churcher and the Angels board will meet 
the club’s benefactors and sponsors before agree¬ 
ing on a figure for the manager to work with. 

“I’m trying to sit down with the board and 
get something together so I can talk to the boys 
about next season,” Warrilow said. 

“They obviously want to know what’s hap¬ 
pening, but we have our presentation night on 
May 2 7 and the week after that, I’ll be calling the 


boys. I hope they’ll be patient, but I know a few 
have already been spoken to by other clubs, in 
the Conference South and the Ryman Premier. 

“It’s a frustrating time, but we have to make 
sure we’ve left no stone unturned regarding 
what we can offer players. I need them to be 
patient but we do run the risk, if someone offers 
them a very good deal, they might sign it.” 

Churcher acknowledged Warrilow’s desire to 
start laying the foundations for another success¬ 
ful season on the field, but said the long-term 
health of the club would take priority. 

“Tom would love to do the budget straight 
away, but we just can’t do it,” he said. “We real¬ 
ly did go for it in the last few weeks of the season, 
but we’re in with the big boys now and we have 
to sit down and plan it properly. 

“The whole thing has got to be slightly more 
professional. We are looking to consolidate our 
position as a Conference South club and we will 
give Tom the maximum we can afford. 

“He’s champing at the bit, but we would rath¬ 
er wait four or five days to come up with a half- 
reasonable budget than a half-cocked budget. 


We have to sit down with the benefactors and 
the sponsors, see what they’re up to next season 
and work it out from there. 

“Tom wants to win it, and it would be fantastic 
if we could, but we’ve got to keep our feet on the 
ground and take it from there. We’ve got to get 
it right off the field, and things on the field will 
follow. We’ve got to come up with something 
sustainable and I’d much rather budget conser¬ 
vatively and see how we get on.” 

Meanwhile, Warrilow played down rumours 
linking Carl Rook with a permanent move back 
to Longmead after the striker was one of five 
players released by Dartford on Tuesday. Rook 
made 14 appearances during a loan spell with 
the Angels at the end of the season, but the Ton- 
bridge boss admitted his transfer radar was fo¬ 
cused elsewhere. 

Warrilow said: “I’ve got a few main targets to 
prioritise and then I’ll build around that. As a 
player, Carl hasn’t got to prove anything to me, 
his goal-scoring record is ridiculous, but I’ve got 
forwards ringing me up and I’ve got forwards al¬ 
ready at the club.”

MARTIN Larkin is already in discussions with 
a series of potential new signings as Tunbridge 
Wells look to get their transfer business done 
early in the close-season. 

The Wells manager, who revealed several of 
his players have already turned down requests 
to join Ryman League clubs this summer, is tak¬ 
ing the fight to his rivals by seeking out four new 
faces to join his squad at Culverden. 

“We’re looking to add one in each area [of the 
pitch], and we’re in discussions with five or six¬ 
ers,” Larkin said. “If we can get the top four on 
our list, we’d be very pleased, but that’s probably 
not going to happen. 

“No-one’s under contract so for me, it’s quite 
a stressful time wondering if our guys are going 
to get phone calls. I take that stress away by con¬ 
tacting other players, and everyone knows our 
situation in terms of selling the club to them. It 
will probably be a longer conversation with us 
than with other managers, because we can’t say 
‘come here for 80 quid’. 

“It’s a good five or six weeks until pre-season 
starts, so even if someone says ‘yes’ to me tomor¬ 
row, that doesn’t make it concrete. Our runs in 
the FA Cup and FA Vase make it a little bit easier 
[to attract players]. Players coming here want to 
improve, they don’t want to pick up £30 or £40 
a week, which isn’t life-changing money.” 

All Larkin’s players have verbally agreed to 
stay with the club next season, although centre- 
back Perry Spackman is just one of the transfer 
targets attracting attention from elsewhere. 

“Perry gets phone calls most weeks,” Larkin 
said. “The seven-day rule doesn’t seem to apply 
to Perry because everyone phones him willy-nil¬ 
ly, but he’s as committed as anyone.”
